Unilateralists discuss tactics

Copying party-political 
methods

When delegates to the sixtieth 
annua! conference of the British 
Zionist Federation assemble tomor- 
row night at the Communal Hall 
John’s Wood ‘Synagogue, 
N.W., they will find that the pattern 
of its two-day proceedings has been 
radically altered from that of previous 
years; this time it will be run on 
similar lines to a British party-politi- 
cal conference. 


Outlining the arrangements for, and 
the central issues before, the forth- 
coming conference, Mr. Woolf Perry, 
Chairman of the Z.F., and Dr. S. 
Levenberg, an Hon. Vice-President, 
told Press representatives last Friday 
that during the opening § session 
speeches from the platform would be 
reduced to a minimum to give dele- 
gates a chance to participate actively 
in the proceedings. 

As at party conferences, debates 
would take place on the basis of 
definite proposals and resolutions 
submitted to delegates either by the 
Executive Council or by affiliated 
groups and societies in the country. 

Thus the central political discus- 
sion. would be held on three resolu- 
tions——one on the position of Russian 
Jewry; another on Israel and the 
Middle East; and the third on neo- 
Nazism. 


Bilingual schools 


Among the resolutions which the 


delegates will discuss on Sunday is 
one of great importance to the Zionist 
day school network. It is- proposed 
by a society, and, if accepted, would 


-make Hebrew, as well as English, a 


language of tuition in all the schools 
sponsored by the Z.F. , 

The conference will conclude on 
Sunday with a farewell réception to 
Mr. Perry, who is leaving shortly for 


Israel. 


At the time of ‘going to Press only 
three ‘nominations remained for the 
position of Chairman of the Z.F. for 
Mr. Jacob Halevy 
and Mr. Donald Silk (both General 
Zionists), and Mr. Harold Miller

Jewish novels of the present day as 

“bitter and relentless,” Mr. T, R. 
Fyvel, the critic, said that Brian 

Glanville’s “The Bankrupts” had 

made him feel that so much anger 

was somewhat old-fashioned. “J

DUBNOW THE 
RIGHTEOUS 
Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


As an historian of the Jewish people 
Professor. Simon Dubnow—born. 100 
years ago and murdered by the Nazis 
in Riga in 1941—might not have been 
“ the greatest,” but if account is also 
taken of his personality he may well 
qualify for that title. 

Thus, Dr. Aaron Steinberg, Director 
of the Cultural Department of the 
World Jewish Congress, summed up 
his. subject, “Simon Dubnow—the 
master and his work,” in the W.J.C. 
lecture given as part of Jewish Book 
Week last week. 


Himself a close friend of Dubnow, | 


an associate in his setentific work, and 
a translator of his books, Dr. Stein- 


berg described his master as the pro- . 


verbial “righteous man who _ lives 
within and by his faith.” Where 
Jewish dignity or the ethical principles 


of the Jewish prophets were con- 
cerned, Dubnow would never com- 
promise. 


As an historian, Dubnow had tried 
above all to understand and to pre- 
sent “the mystery of Jewish survival.” 
For to him the very fact of Jewish 
Survival had constituted the “ meaning 

“and the central content” of “Jewish: 
history.” 


Will to survive 


The clue which Dubnow found to 
that mystery, Dr. Steinberg said, was 
very simple—the Jewish people sur- 
vived because throughout its whole 
history, in space and time, it had the 
will to survive. | 

In that sense, Dr. Steinberg con- 
cluded, Dubnow was the father of 
the W.1.C. And when he wrote (in 
1938) the last epilogue to his World 
History of the Jewish People, he 
stated that, although the age had been 
a dark Gne, there had also been some 
-glimmers of hope, one of which was 
the setting up of the W.J.C. as an 
expresssion of the unity and. continu- 
ity of the Jewish people.

Can it happen again?

A warning that the possibility of 
a fascist revival cannot be excluded 
was given by the majority of speakers 


at a meeting organised by the British 


Section of the World Jewish Congress, 
at. the Stern Hall, Seymour Place, 
London, on Tuesday. 

The speakers, who were asked to 
answer the question: “Is the revival 
of: fascism. a real danger in our 


generation?” were Professor 
Bullock, Master of St. Catherine’s 


College, Oxford; Mr. John Connell, 


journalist and broadcaster; Mr. John 
J. Mendelson; M\P.; and Dr. S.J. 
Roth, Executive Secretary, European 
Division, . World “Jewish Congress. 
Dr. E..J. Cohn presided. 
_ Pressures which in. the past pro- 
duced fascism no _ longer. existed, 
Connell. Other pressures 
which produced totalitarianism = still 
existed, but the very word fascism, 
lixe the word Nazism, “ died with the 
terrible past, died in the °40s. and 
cariy: 

Dr. Roth; however, argued that it 
might be too optimistic to: think of 


fascism as a thing of the past. During. 


the Nazi period there was a slogan 
outside Germany : “It.Can't Happen 
Here.” Now there was.a slogan : 
“It Can't Happen Again.” Would 
the second slogan prove as wrong as 
the first ?

Racialism was 
still propagated, It was possible that,

. Disagreeing Gn a number of points 
with Dr. Roth’s arguments, Mr. Men- 
delson said that totalitarian forms of 
Government were not necessarily 
fascist. Both totalitarianism and anti- 
semitism had preceded fascism. 
There was at present no danger of 
a.revival of a National Socialist: or 
fascist- party in Germany, but he was 
certain. that large numbers‘ of: sup- 
porters of Dr. Adenauer’s Christian 


Democratic’ Party were convinced 
fascists. and racialists. 
Professor Bullock, who disagreed 


with Mr. Mendelson about the defini-. 
tion of fascism, said that they should 
concentrate not on institutions, but 
on psychology.. In every society there 
were people with a_ fascist psycho- 
logy: people who hated government 
by discussion and the democratic 
values, people who believed in force 
and intolerance, and who were pre- 


pared to use terrorism and violence 


to get and keep power. 


Senator McCarthy was of 


type: he could have been a potential 


fascist leader, said the speaker, When- 
ever a society began to suffer severe 
tensions, then these people © with 
fascist mentalities were capable of 


attracting a mass following.

Community should help

An appeal for wider communal 
support was made by Mr. Hyman 
Gerstler, Chairman of the Kosher 
School-Meals Service, when he pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Council 
held at Woburn House, W.C, 

The final proceeds of the 1960 
Passover Appeal, he said, had 
amounted to £2,943—a sum almost 
identical. to. that raised in 1959. 


Analysis of the receipts had proved 


not only that the. majority of syna- 
gogues did not contribute adequately 
to the Appeal, but also that a number 
of major synagogues did not. partici- 
pate in it at all, It was also regrettable 
to note that the Appeal did not 
receive the active support and 
co-operation of members of the 
Council of the Service.

PRESERVING RAMSG 
SYNAGOGUE 


Sale of Montefiore College land

The decision of the Spanish and 
Congregation to 
transfer the Judith Lady Montefiore 
College from Ramsgate to London 
has not been allowed to pass without 
an expression of “considerable 
regret” from at least one prominent 
Yahid, 

When the congregation held jts 
annual meeting in the Montefiore 
Hall, Maida Vale, W.9, last week. 
Mr. Vivian Gaster, a son of the late 
Haham, voiced his doubts about the 
move, 

The College, he stated, had for 
many years been “a very difficult 
problem.” Only once had it attained 
a status worthy of their community 
—this was. under his late father, 
during the years 1890 to 1896. But 
it had been allowed to deteriorate, 
while moneys which had been left to 
it had been used for other purposes. 
He added: with regret that the very 
valuable library of the College was 
no longer in Ramsgate, having been 
temporarily housed at Jews’ College, 

Mr. Gaster wanted to know what 
was to happen to the ‘Montefiore 
Endowment as a whole, particularly 
the synagogue and the tomb of Sir 


Moses and Lady Judith. as. well as. 


the land. He said that the report of 
the Mahamad had not given sufficient 
information about what had_ been 
done at Ramsgate, why it had been 


done, and what was going to be done, 


Financial difficulties 
Mrs. D. Nahon, daughter of a late 


Sephardi Hazan of Ramsgate, said she. 


had specially made the journey. to 
protest against the removal of the 
College, without which there was no 
future for. the synagogue. .. . 

The. Parnas Presidente, Mr. E, 
Brandon, replied that the removal of 
the College had been necessary, as it

At this season many synagogue 
members will be receiving their 
yearly—in some cases, half- 
yearly—accounts, The _ writer 
of this article compares an 
interesting shool bill of the 
past with more up-to-date ones. 


MONG several interesting 
documents recently presented 

to the Jewish Museum is a 
printed statement of account from 
the New Synagogue, London, dated 
1814. This account reveals several 
interesting features, indicating how 
much shool bills have changed in 
the last 150 years. It is, of course, 
to be expected that, in contrast to 
the present day shool bill which js 
entirely in English, the 1814 bill, 
here illustrated, should be printed 


and written almost completely in 


Hebrew. But the Hebrew itself,

Of particular interest are the 
Various items: indicating specific 


sources Of revenué which are now 
unknown, ¢.g., matzo tax (3s.), 
Etrog tax (5s.). It would be interest- 
ing to. learn on what basis ‘these 
taxes were computed and assessed. 
And what is even more intriguing 
ig why the United Synagogue came 
to. let 
income fall into desuetude !.. The 
item “candles for Yom Kippur ” 
evidently refers to the custom of 
lighting a Yahrzeit candle in the 
‘Synagogue on Yom Kippur in 
‘memory of departed relatives. This 
conjures up a wonderful picture of 
the synagogue on Kol Nidrei night, 
lit up with hundreds of candles, 
which must have been an. impres- 
sive sight, 


Seat money 


_ The modern. shool bill refers to 
the synagogal annual subscription 
aS “ Membership Contribution,” 
but 150 years ago this was termed 
rather bluntly “ Seat Money ” (£2). 
But it will be observed that even in 
those days the member could not 
escape the item “additional 
(10s.). Evidently there is a strong 


precedent for a 25 per cent levy ! 


The item 1s. referring to a 


Memorial Offering indicates how 


the value of money has changed, 
and is in striking contrast to the 
item “stamp 2d.,” which has 
remained inviolate throughout the 
years. This 1814: bill is actually 
embossed with a twopenny. stamp, 
which, it will be noted, is quite 
aggressively (but surely in rather 
niggardly fashion) charged>on the 
bill itself. 

The present day shool bill refers 
somewhat legalistically to “ Burial 
Rights and Funeral Expenses 
Rate "—the old bill specifies more

BOMBAY 
CENTENARY 


From M. D. JAPHETH 


T was | p.m., June 2, 1868, when 
Mr. A. M. Gubbay, a solicitor, 
acting on behalf of the House 

of Sassoon, headed by David 

Sassoon, presented some legal docu- 

ments at the Bombay _ Registry 

Office. Seven years previously the 

institution regarding which legal 

business was now being transacted 
had opened its doors as one of 

Bombay's many synagogues. 

This synagogue, called the Magen 
David, is one of the few built by 
the Sassoons in the course of , their 
long and splendid patronage of the 
Jewish communities of India. Another 
one stands in the affluent quarter of 
Bombay, and yet another, a magni- 
ficent red-stone structure, serves the 
needs of the Jews of Poona. 

The Magen. David Synagogue is 
also an. eye-catching building. It 
stands in fairly extensive grounds in 
the heart of what is known as Byculla, 


predominantly Jewish locality. As 


one enters the grounds through a 
large gate, one comes face to face 


- with the svnagogue building; on the 


left is the Sir Jacob Sassoon Jewish 
School, and on the right a small build- 
ing that used to house the former 
Judean Club, but which today serves 
as a religious and social centre ‘for 
the Jewish community of the city. 


Solid building

This one of. the’ conclusions 
drawn by Dr. Bernhard E. ‘Olson, of 
Yale Divmity School, in-a séven-year 
study, now completed, of educational 
materials. of four Protestant groups 
classified as fundamentalist, conserva- 
tive, liberal, and “ neo-orthodox.’ 
An account of this'study is contained 
im an article by the Rt. Rev.. James 
A. Pike in.“ Look:” magazine. 

Dr. Olson. whose study will be 
published later by Yale University 
Press under the. title: “ Victims and 
Oppressors : Intergroup Relations in 
Protgstant Curricula,” finds that while 
the Tour groups vary widely in what 
they teach about other religious 
groups, the conservative. group 1s 
rated most biased, since it most con- 
sistently makes hostile. or negative 
judgments . when Jews, Roman 
Catholics, non-Christians, and even 
other Protestants are mentioned. 


Prejudicial ideas 


in: spite. of. wide variations, some 


general. conclusions emerge. Where. 


material deals directly with mter- 
group relations, it 1s almost always 
“on the side of the angels.” Anti- 
Catholicism, antisemitism, and racial 
prejudice are condemned when they 
are treated as such, But when the 
material deals with New Testament 
theology and religious history, pre- 
judicial ideas and impressions are 
likely” to “creep ine with’ "Roman 
Catholics and Jews as targets. 

Moreover, much of the teaching 
material ignores the opportunity to 
correct misleading impressions ; pre- 
judice frequently 14s encouraged ‘hy 
what ts left unsaid. , 

There are misleading references to 
Jews in many church-school materials. 
Dr. Olson has found that some of the 
topics most difficult to discuss without 
resorting. to negative images and 
unfair statements about Jews were 
the conflict between Jesus and the 
Pharisees, the Crucifixion, the Disper- 
sion of the Jews, and Jewish resist- 
ance to conversion. 

The term “Christ killers” is the 
most hateful expression used by anti- 
semites. Yet Dr. Olson finds a num- 
ber of passages from Protestant texts 
that place the collective guilt for 
Christ's death on “the Jews,” thereby 
giving approbation to the phrase. 
(Two of. the denominations studied 
conscientiously avoid making such a 
charge.)

Who writes of Seattle in the State 
of Washington, with its twelve 
thousand Jews ? Who knows that 
the first synagogue in the North- 
West of that mighty American 
continent was in the little Canadian 
city of Victoria, British Columbia ? 
Does anyone in this country know 
that a quarter of the Jews in Seattle 
are Sephardim, and that they con- 
stitute a direct Jink with an ancient 
Jewish community destroyed in the 
last war? And how many people 
have ever heard of Morris Price, 
the Jew who was scalped by Indians 
just a century ago in the little 
mining town of Cayoosh in British 
Columbia. and the first Jew to be 
buried in Victoria’s cemetery—now 
one hundred years old? 


Gold-rush 


It all started with the gold-rush — 
in the middle of the last century, | 


and the story of Morris Price is 
one of the little-known tragedies 
of those heroic pioneering days. 
He is the central figure of a story 
that needs the rip-roaring verses 
of a Rovert Service, and not the 
prosaic recital of facts. Cayoosh 
was a typical mining shack town 
of those days, to which a stores 


American. towns, each with © 


‘undoubted 


boat came every ten days or so to. 


collect ‘the gold and deliver letters 
and provisions. To this town there 
came, in. 1859, Morris Price, a Jew 
from. Berlin, who travelled to the 
far West via Boston and. who was 
appointed Cayoosh. representative 
of Messrs. Reinhart, Meyer & Co., 
of New. Westminster. That “ he 
was elderly, peaceful, and of 
inoflensive mien, having no enemy, 
seemingly, we “have “the 
authority of" The 
British Colonist,” the newspaper of 
the Canadian West Coast, dated 
February 14, 1861. 
But jn the paper's “ Local Intel- 
signed by eight worthy citizens of 
Cayoosh,. British Columbia, the 
awful news was given that while 
in the act of writing to his firm, 
and for no apparent reason, as the 
bags of gold dust were intact and 
nothing had been stolen, dear old 


Morris Price had been brutally 


murdered, A gory description of 
his wounds indicated. that he had 
been scalped. 
This dastardly crime filled the 
Cayoosh citizens with wrath—they 
offered. $1,300 for the apprehension 
of the murderers, and ended their 
report with a- lyrical outburst : 
“ {this crime] fills the minds of our 
citizens. with a degree of indigna- 
tion and rage that seems to say— 


‘woe betide the guilty one when 


found !” | 

Several people were questioned, 
and finally three young Indians of 
the Siwash tribe were arrested.

not revenge, for he was a .much- 
loved person, nor was jt robbery.

And what of the unfortunate 
Mortis Price? Of kith and kin 
we have no knowledge, but he was 
a Mason, and: he was buried 
accordingly by that Order in 
Cayoosh at first, but exhumed and 
reinterred on May 8 in Victoria 
Cemetery, which was then the 
Jewish part of the Church reserve. 
“The British Colonist” waxes 
éloguent on the last journey : 
“The corpse, enclosed in a hand- 
some coffin, was placed in a hearse 
and preceded by the Yictoria

Masons. On arrival at the ceme- 
tery the usual Masonic ceremony 
was held, after which the burial 
service of the Hebrew church was 
performed—the whole ceremony 
was a very impressive one, and 
excited much apparent emotion in

respected their deceased brother.”

At first they were not socially 
acceptable to the older Jewish res!- 
dents. Indeed, many years ago 
one of the more moronic and 
meaningless Jewish fraternities. at 
the. University .of | Washington 
refused a Sephardi student. mem- 
bership because of his.“ ethnic 
origin.” . But things have changed 
over the years, and the Sephardim, 
numbering over three thousand out 
of some eleven or twelve. thousand 
Jews, are now fully part of the com- 
munity. They have two synagogues 
of their own, under the: spiritual 
ministration of Rabbi Solomon 
Maimon and an assistant. the Rev. 
Samuel Benoraya, while the humili- 
ated student who was refused col- 
lege fraternity membership has 
prospered to become one of the 
town's leading citizens and a 
‘generous. benefactor. |
